Chicago, Aug. 29 —^weive steel 


arches, each weighing 33 tons, which 
were to have supported the super- 
structure of the Coliseum building in 
course of erection on Wabash avenue, 
between Fifteenth 
and 
Sixteenth 
streets, fell to the ground late yes- 
terday afternoon and ten men were 
killed, while seven others were se- 
riously injured, one of whom will 
probably die. 


All of the 12 arches were standing, 


the twelfth and last having 
been 


completed yesterday, when sudden- 
ly and without the slightest warning 
the arch last put up suddenly fell over 
against the one next to it. The weight 
was too much for this, and it gave way, 
crashed against the third, and then one 
by one the great steel span fell over to 
tiie south, precisely in the same man- 
ner as a number of cards would fall. 


Nearly all the men who were killed 


were at work on top of the Arches, 40 
feet above the ground. Some of them 
made futile attempts to slide down 
the sice ot the arches, but before they 
:ould save themselves they were hurl- 
ed to the ground. Most of them were 
killed outright by the awful nature of 
their injuries. The skulls of the un- 
"orcunate men were crushed into shape- 
less masses, their limbs were cut off as 
if by a monster knife, and they were 
mangled beyond recognition. 


Sparkhill. N. Y.. Aug. 29.—Fire broke 
out at 1 o'clock yesterday morning, de- 
stroying nine of the ten bu£ -Sings of 
St. Agnes' convent-and orpfeais^e,-en- 
tailing a loss of $150,000," and caused 
the death of four persons. The dead 
are: Helen Brown, aged 6; Emma 
Mackin. aged 7; "Jane," a pensioner, 
aged 70: Kate McCarthy, aged 28. Jane 
was the only one who perished in the 
fire. The ether died from convulsions 
and snock after being rescued.

neit, of the Tenth Pennsylvania regi- 
ment. 
The only discordant note in the con- 


vention was sounded by Senator Wil- 
liam Flinn, of Pittsburg, chairman of 
the anti-Quay organisation in the last 
legislature. Mr. Flinn opposed the 
plank ia the platform endorsing the ap- 
pointment of United States Senator 
Quay by Governor Stone. A roll call 
was taten on the adoption of tb.e plat- 
form as a whole and it was adopted by 
a large majority. 
Before the result of the ballot for 


supreme court was announced the 
friends of Judge Archbald and ex-At- 
torney General Palmer moved to make 
Mr. Brown's nomination unanimous. 
Superior Court Judge Dimner Beeber, 
of Philadelphia, was named in opposi- 
tion to Mr. Adams and received the 
votes of Taany anti-Quay delegates.

judge is equivalent to an election by 
reason of tuo vacancies in the court 
and no elector being entitled to vote 
for more than one person.
